‘Danger 
of water 
pollution’ 
if fracking 
approved

DOMESTIC water supplies face 
contamination say campaign¬ 
ers, angry at a Government 
report that has declared the 
controversial process of ‘frack¬ 
ing’ safe. 

They argue that recommen¬ 
dations by a panel of experts 
could lead to the “dangerous” 
technique of hydraulic fractur¬ 
ing being used to extract gas 
at a site in Woodnesborough, 
where there are plans to drill 
an exploratory bore hole. 

In a report for the Govern¬ 
ment, experts said the method 
of shale gas extraction - which 
triggered two earth trem¬ 
ors near Blackpool last year 
- should continue as long 


as stringent measures are in 
place. Fracking involves blast¬ 
ing water and chemicals un¬ 
derground to break apart rocks 
and release shale gas. 

But dismayed campaigners 
said earthquakes were not the 
main concern, arguing that 
pumping chemicals into the 
ground could contaminate wa¬ 
ter supplies. 

Protect Kent spokesman 
Jamie Weir said: “We are al¬ 
ready a highly water-stressed 
area and the fracking process 
itself can take between seven 
and 11 million litres for a single 
well. Equally, where will the 
water and associated chemi¬ 
cals used in the fracking proc¬ 
ess go? There is a real danger 
that it could potentially lead to 
groundwater pollution. ”

High-speed service funded for another year by County Hall 


HIGH-SPEED services to Deal and Sand¬ 
wich will be funded for at least another 
year by Kent County Council. 

Cabinet member for transport Bryan 
Sweetland said the authority would 
help subsidise the Southeastern service 
potentially up to 2014, when the rail 
franchise is renewed. 

He said the number of season ticket 
holders using the high-speed link had 


grown dramatically and this was ex¬ 
pected to increase even more. 

“We’ve seen passenger numbers rise 
from a dozen to more than 100 and 
that’s going to grow to a couple of hun¬ 
dred,” he added. 

The subsidy will be reduced from 
last year due to the increase in season 
ticket holders using the fast service, 
which has three trains in the morning 


and two returning from St Pancras in 
the evening. 

Service delivery director for South¬ 
eastern Vince Lucas said: “We’re de¬ 
lighted to continue this partnership 
with KCC to provide high speed services 
to Sandwich and Deal. This is an impor¬ 
tant service to the community and pro¬ 
vides economic benefits for local busi¬ 
nesses. The trial of the service extension 


exceeded our expectations. We’ve seen 
about a 30 per cent increase in the 
number of passenger journeys on the 
route since the start of the high speed 
service and around 40 additional pas¬ 
sengers a day. The service means those 
who previously travelled to Dover to 
meet the train can instead catch the 
service from closer to home.”

Trio deny murder after fire killed 
three generations of same family

THE trial of three people accused of killing a 
mother, her child and her father in a house fire 
has started. 

Used car salesman Danai Muhammadi, 24, 
his girlfriend, unemployed Emma Smith, 21, and 
doorman Farhad Mahmud, 35, are charged 
with murdering Muhammadi’s estranged wife 
Melissa Crook, 20, their 15-month-old son Noah 
and Melissa’s father Mark, 48. 

They are also charged with the attempted 
murder of Melissa’s brother Bohdan, 21, and 
her mum Amanda, who both escaped the fire at 
the property in Chatham Hill, Chatham, in the 
early hours of September 10, 2011. 

Smith, of Barley Lea, Stoke Aldermoor, Coven¬ 
try, has an additional charge of conspiracy to 
commit arson with intent to endanger life. 

All three deny the charges. 

Muhammadi, of Britannia Street, Coventry, 
Smith and Mahmud, of Kensington House, 
Fernhill Road, Maidstone, spoke only to confirm 
their names at Maidstone Crown Court on the 
first day of the trial. 

It is expected to last four weeks with phone 
records, CCTV images, automatic number plate 
recognition images and more than 70 prosecu¬ 
tion witnesses presented to the jury. 

The trial will be presided over by High Court 
Judge Sir Nigel Sweeney. 

The prosecution team is being led by barrister 
Mark Dennis QC, who has worked on high-pro¬ 
file cases including the Securitas robbery and the 
case of M2 5 rapist Antoni Imiela. 



Melissa Crook and her son died at the scene of 
the fire in September last year. 

Bodhan Crook escaped the property by jump¬ 
ing out of a first-floor window, breaking his 
hands and feet. 

Melissa’s parents Amanda and Mark escaped 
the property, but her father was left critically ill 
with severe burns and died six days later.

Muhammadi and Melissa married in Roches¬ 
ter in 2009, and moved to Coventry.

^Man denies cat swing 

A MAN has denied swinging a cat by its tail in a 
street. Riain Richards, 20, of Clements Road, 
Ramsgate, pleaded not guilty to causing 
unnecessary suffering to a cat on October 29 
last year. The incident involving the two-year- 
old cat, Mowgli, allegedly took place outside the 
Camden Arms pub in La Belle Alliance Square, 
Ramsgate. Richards appeared at Canterbury 
Magistrates' Court, and was released on 
unconditional bail until a trial date yet to be set. 

^Teen lied over sex attack 

A POLICE investigation into a serious sexual 
assault in Ashford has been closed after the 
teenager admitted she made up the allegation. 
The 15-year-old, from Ashford, told police she 
was assaulted on February 29 by a stranger. Her 
allegation led to an investigation by police. 

The teen was interviewed under caution on 
suspicion of wasting police time. After admitting 
she made up the incident, she received a formal 
reprimand. 

**Web porn threat to kids 

CANTERBURY MP Julian Brazier is calling for 
more to be done to prevent children from 
accessing hardcore pornographic material on 
the internet. 

He was one of 17 cross-party MPs who 
conducted an Independent Parliamentary Inquiry 
into online child protection, and said: "Our inquiry 
found that it is currently just too easy for 
children to access pornography on the internet, 
as well as websites depicting violence - and 
even promoting self-harm and anorexia in a 
good light. The Government should act on this."

Boost for towns hit by Pfizer as 
KCC agrees more high-speed funds 


HIGH-speed services to Deal and Sandwich will 
be funded for at least another year by Kent 
County Council, providing another boost to the 
area following the closure of Pfizer. 

A formal announcement is due from County 
Hall, but cabinet member for transport Cllr 
Bryan Sweetland confirmed to KoS that the 
authority would help subsidise the Southeastern 
service potentially up to 2014, when the rail 
franchise is renewed. 

Cllr Sweetland said the number of season 
ticket holders using the high-speed link in the 
east Kent towns had grown dramatically, and 
this was expected to increase even more. 

"We've seen passenger numbers rise from a 
dozen to more than 100 and that's going to grow 
to a couple of hundred," he said. 

"The initial driver for us to subsidise the 
service was to support the regeneration in light 
of the Pfizer withdrawal. 

“Confidence is growing and we took the 
decision to continue. I've been working with 
campaign group Trains4Deal and there are few 
things we need to tweak with the service." 

The subsidy will be reduced from last year 
due to the increase in season ticket holders 
using the daily fast link, which has three trains in 
the morning and two returning from St Pancras 
in the evening. 

David Foley, chief executive of the Thanet and 
East Kent Chamber of Commerce and the Dover 
District Chamber, said the business community 
would benefit. 



GOOD NEWS: More passengers are using service 

"I'm encouraged by this support from Kent 
County Council," he said. 

"What happened last year at Pfizer was a 
shock; we knew it could happen, but it happened 
so quickly." 

He said good rail links were a crucial part of 
encouraging business and investment to the 
area and were used as part of the bid for funding 
and support from the Government. 

South Thanet MP Laura Sandys said the 
high-speed service cut 45 minutes off a journey 
which previously lasted more than two hours. 

“Over the next year, I am hopeful that 
businesses considering setting up in the region - 
particularly on the Pfizer site [in Sandwich] - 
will recognise that east Kent is not only a superb 
place for their employees to live, but also within 
easy reach of London," she said.

Airport plans 
would need ‘a 
city the size of 
Manchester’

AVIATION experts have poured 
doubt on the feasibility of a 
Thames Estuary airport, add¬ 
ing further fuel to the fight 
against the controversial plans. 

Chief executive of Birming¬ 
ham International Airport Paul 
Kehoe argued that a single hub 
airport could not answer Brit¬ 
ain’s aviation needs, and Brit¬ 
ain’s air control service NATS 
(National Air Traffic Services) 
said the estuary was the “worst 
spot” to locate an airport. 

World-renowned architect 
Lord Foster last year unveiled 
ambitious plans for a £50bn 
hub airport on the Isle of Grain, 
including a rail line and 
Thames crossing and involving 
the closure of Heathrow. 

It followed an idea by Lon¬ 
don Mayor Boris Johnson, who 
suggested building a floating 
hub airport on reclaimed land 
in the estuary. 

Writing for the weekly news¬ 
letter for the group An Executive 
View of British Travel, aviation 
expert Mr Kehoe said: “Heath¬ 
row already handles 70 million 
passengers a year. The Depart¬ 
ment for Transport estimates 
Britain will need space for 125 
mil li on more a year by 2030. 
There is no way that Heathrow, 
even with a third runway, can 
possibly answer this demand. 

“And an estuary airport 
would require a new town the 


size of Manchester to cater for 
the workers and their families 
- all in a region already cited as 
needing five new reservoirs.” 

He demanded the Govern¬ 
ment’s upcoming aviation re¬ 
view first consider how best to 
use existing resources such as 
airports in Birmingham, Liver¬ 
pool and Manchester. 

His comments came just as 
the boss of Britain’s air control 
service NATS, Richard Deakin, 
voiced concern over the feasi¬ 
bility of the estuary plans by 
architect Lord Foster. 

He said it was the “worst 
spot” to put an airport, arguing 
that it was directly under the 
convergence of arrival and de¬ 
parture flight paths for four of 
London’s five airports. He said 
the thousands of birds in the 
area were a threat to planes. 

Leader of Medway Council, 
Cllr Rodney Chambers said 
Lord Foster had failed to do re¬ 
search into the location. 

“It was clear last year he 
hadn’t done his homework as 
he had placed his airport on top 
of the LNG plant - which stores 
one fifth of the UK’s gas - and 
the power station there,” he 
said. “It was obvious he had 
not actually left his office and 
travelled from London to have 
a look before releasing his fan¬ 
tasy pie in the sky scheme. 

“Now it seems he didn’t even 
bother talking to air traffic con¬ 
trol body, NATS, which beg¬ 
gars belief. 



“After all, their chief execu¬ 
tive says there couldn’t be a 
worse spot for a hub airport 
than the Thames estuary.” 

Cllr Chambers said if Lord 
Foster’s proposal - which in¬ 
volves shutting Heathrow - 
gets off the ground, the airport 
would carry twice as many 
passengers as Heathrow. 

He said: “With that in mind, I 
welcome Paul Kehoe’s com¬ 
ments that the infrastructure 
needed for such an airport, in¬ 
cluding for more than 100,000 
people and their families to move 
here would be unsustainable. 

“The Government’s consul¬ 
tation is due to start this sum¬ 
mer and Medway Council, Kent 
County Council and other 
councils across Kent and Essex, 
as well as MPs, and the RSPB 
have already said they will put 
forward a strong argument 
that an estuary airport is a 
non-starter. I would urge oth¬ 
ers to do the same.” 

Lord Foster said: “We believe 
the economic case for the 


Thames hub is compelling as 
Britain is already losing out to 
expanding European hubs. Our 
proposal comprehensively ad¬ 
dresses the infrastructure need¬ 
ed to maximise the advantages 
of a new airport.”

‘Daft’ EU law leads to wine giveaway 


AFTER importing almost two tonnes of special 
grapes from Argentina, a top Kent winemaker 
has been told that because of bizarre EU rules, 
he can’t sell the resulting bottles of 
red - so now it's being given away. 

Chapel Down in Tenterden is 
known for its still and sparkling 
wines made from grapes grown in 
the Garden of England. 

But boss Frazer Thompson is 
being made to give away the bottles because he 
used grapes from outside the EU. And even 
then, he is not allowed to even call it wine. 

Mr Thompson went to Argentina to help 
harvest the Malbec grapes. He said he wanted 
to experience a new grape and technique and 
put an English spin on one of the world's most 
popular wines. The result was 1,300 bottles, 
worth £15 each, that no-one is allowed to buy. 

They are labelled World Malbec Day An 


English Salute. And in small letters below, it 
reads: "Publicity use only, not for sale." 

At the vineyard, Mr Thompson said: "Daft is 

■ one of the words I have used. It is 
extremely frustrating when you 
have legislation which means this 
wine, which is made from grapes 
grown in Argentina, and made in to 
a wine here at Chapel Down, is not 
allowed to be called a wine. 

"It is not a wine - it is in fact an ‘alcoholic fruit- 
based beverage from produce sourced outside 
the European Union’ which doesn't look great on 
a label. The situation is massively frustrating." 

Some of the bottles will go to British restau¬ 
rants owned by the Gaucho vineyards where the 
grapes originally came from, and some are being 
given away to customers who buy other bottles 
of Chapel Down. The rest will go to sharehold¬ 
ers, staff, friends, and used at wine-tastings.

^ Gills police row resolved

that prevented fans from attending the match 
until Gills paid for the policing bill. It is a huge 
game for both sides as victory will see Swindon 
crowned League Two champions.

IT is perhaps fitting that some of the world’s most 
successful ageing rock stars will be pushed into 
the Garden of England this summer to soak up 
the warming sunshine of adulation. 

And before they head off for a well-earned 
snooze, there will be the small case of receiving a 
cheque big enough to buy an oast house or two be¬ 
fore they are driven at speed out of the county. 

Because this summer the music festival scene 
in Kent is dominated by stars of a certain age. 
Not, of course, that there is any problem with 
that. After all, those with longevity have strad¬ 
dled generations for good reason. As organisers 
of one annual event know only too well. 

The Hop Farm Festival has quickly established 
itself as the county’s big-hitter. The debate over 
whether it is the county’s best is for another day, 
but with veteran no-nonsense promoter Vince 
Power at the helm, it is not afraid to splash the 
cash in cornering the ‘legends’ market. 

Thus for the three days it occupies the Pad- 
dock Wood tourist attraction between June 29 
and July 1 it will bring the likes of Bob Dylan, 70; 
Ray Davies, 67; Peter Gabriel, 62; and even 


Bruce Forsyth - a mere 84. And while the likes of 
Suede and Primal Scream are sprinkled into the 
mix, they are not going to drag the average age 
down that dramatically. It is, however, going to 
drag in a lot of folk who come armed with that all 
important ‘disposable income’. 

They come, they bring their kids, they spend 
lots of money. In this day and age it is the festival 
bean counter’s dream. 

Which is indeed what they did last year when 
it served up the 80s heroes of Morrissey and 
Prince, in addition to The Eagles, to entertain the 
sun-blessed crowds. 

It’s not worth contemplating that both solo 
performers - at 53 and 52 respectively - are 
young enough to be Dylan’s kids. 

Among those Power had been hoping to sign up 
for the festival was Leonard Cohen. But when the 
dates didn’t suit they came up with a compromise. 

The Canadian singer-songwriter is set to play 
two 10,000-capacity outdoor shows, all-seated, 
at the Hop Farm in September. 

At 7 7, Cohen will certainly not feel out of place 
as he follows in the footsteps of the summer 
three-day event. 

The music promoter explained: “We have an 
agreement with the owners of the Hop Farm that 



we can hire the venue out and Leonard Cohen 
was a great opportunity to do just that. The A

Mum’s ‘quest’ to reveal 
secret of ‘dead’ girt after 
police dig finds nothing

A FAMILY whose garden was 
dug up in a search for human 
remains following a tip-off 
about the death of a young 
girl 50 years ago said it has 
sparked a quest to find out what 
happened. 

Jojo Stanley and her children 
- who have no connection to 
the case - were moved out of 
their home and to a hotel last 
Sunday, as police prepared to 
begin what could have been a 
potentially gruesome dig. 

Officers from the Kent and 
Essex Serious Crime Directorate 
descended on the rear garden 
of the property in Rankine 
Road on the Sherwood estate 
in Tunbridge Wells but, despite 
a day and a half of digging, they 
found nothing. 

The search was prompted by 
information given to police 
relating to a possible crime 
committed in the late 1950s in 
which a young woman died. 

The property once belonged 
to a World War Two RAF navi¬ 
gator and speculation sur¬ 
rounding the case suggests one 
of his nine children came for¬ 
ward claiming a woman called 
Laura had been buried there. 

Other family members said 
their father was being unfairly 
implicated in the possible crime. 

Ms Stanley, who has a 16- 
year-old daughter and an au¬ 
tistic son, aged six, said police 
called an urgent meeting with 
her five weeks ago and ex¬ 
plained they would be search¬ 
ing for human remains. 

“I can’t even explain the 


emotions we went through,” 
said the 43-year-old. 

“It brought up so many ques¬ 
tions about what could have 
happened. I didn’t expect to be 
hit so hard; I had a horrible 
feeling for the month leading 
up to the search. 

“I didn’t want to step foot on 
that part of the garden.” 

Ms Stanley said police had 
taken aerial shots and carried 
out extensive work before ap¬ 
proaching her. 

“The lengths the police went 
to make me think there has to 
be some credence behind it all,” 
she said. 

“More than just one person 
came forward with information. 
They wouldn’t have wasted 
money and resources on this un¬ 
less something had happened.” 

Police focused their atten¬ 
tions on an old fish pond in the 
garden. 

“They were very specific 
about where they were dig¬ 
ging, but memories can be dis¬ 
torted so you never know 
whether that was the right 
place,” said Ms Stanley. 

“I don’t think this is finished 
business.” She added: “It will 
take a while for us to move on 
from this. I don’t know wheth¬ 
er we would’ve moved back had 


human remains been found. 

“I feel a quest to find out what 
happened to this girl. I don’t 
take these allegations lightly.” 

Ms Stanley, who works in a lo¬ 
cal school, said there had been a 
lot of interest from the commu¬ 
nity about the investigation. 

Neighbour Pam Lloyd, 29, 
said the investigation had come 
as a shock. 

“When I first found out there 
was a search in the garden I 
was scared,” she said. “It was a 
huge relief when we found out 
there was nothing found. To be 
honest though I’m still a bit 
wary about the whole thing. ” 

The Kent and Essex Serious 
Crime Directorate said it had 
completed the search of the 
garden, but has so far given no 
further information about the 
investigation. 

Det Insp Lee Whitehead, 
said: “The search of the garden 
in Rankine Road has been 
completed and no human re¬ 
mains have been found. 

“I would like to thank the 
residents from Rankine Road 
and the surrounding area, for 
their co-operation and patience 
while we carried out this inves¬ 
tigative work.”

Public given chance to help choose 
the next Archbishop of Canterbury

THE search for the 105th Archbishop of Canter¬ 
bury has officially started. 

Speculation surrounding who will take over 
from Dr Rowan Williams when he leaves in 
December has so far led to rumours of four candi¬ 
dates, with Archbishop of York John Sentamu at 
the top of the list. 

Other frontrunners become head of the Church 
of England include Bishop of Norwich Graham 
James, Bishop of London Richard Chartres, and 
Bishop of Bradford Nick Baines. 

But no official confirmation of any name has 
been made. 

This month, Kent representatives from the 
Canterbury diocese - which stretches from Maid¬ 
stone to the east coast and from Thanet to the Isle 
of Sheppey - will get involved with the consulta-

tion process to appoint the new archbishop. 

The Archbishops’ secretary for appointments 
and the Prime Minister’s appointments secretary 
met with individuals and groups from churches, 
businesses, schools, and local councils on Tues¬ 
day. A further meeting is planned for April 2 6. 

Mayor of Canterbury, Cllr Ian Thomas; Mayor 
of Dover, Cllr Ronnie Philpott; and the Lord Lieu¬ 
tenant of Kent Lord De L’lsle will have their 
views heard during the consultation. 

A second meeting will also be held on April 2 6 
between 7-8.30pm at the ISC at Canterbury Ca¬ 
thedral for the public to contribute their thoughts 
on the appointment. 

Local people are involved in the consultation 
process because as well as heading up the Church 
of England, the Archbishop is also responsible for 
the Canterbury diocese. 

A spokeswoman for the diocese said: “The 
meeting is open to anyone. It will provide a 
chance for local people from across the diocese to 
contribute their thoughts.” 

The responsibility for choosing the next Arch¬ 
bishop rests with the Crown Nominations 
Committee, made up of two bishops from the 
Church of England, an Archbishop from the An¬ 
glican Communion, six members of General 
Synod and six members elected from the dio¬ 
cese’s vacancy-in-see committee, which is 
chaired by the Bishop of Dover the Right Rever¬ 
end Trevor Willmott. 

They are holding consultations around the 
country and overseas before they submit the 
name of a preferred candidate and a second op¬ 


tion to the Prime Minister, who makes the final 
recommendation to the Queen. 

Dr Williams, who has been Archbishop of 
Canterbury for 10 years, will be taking up the 
position of Master of Magdelene College in Cam¬ 
bridge in January, 2013. 

Under his leadership, the Church has been in¬ 
volved in controversial debates on issues including 
the ordination of gay clergy and women bishops. 

Dr Williams has supported the ordination of 
women and made no objection to the appoint¬ 
ment of a gay bishop in Reading. 

The Bishop of Rochester, the Rt Rev James 
Langstaff, said he was sad to see Dr Williams 
stepping down and paid tribute to his “distinc¬ 
tive contributions” to the contentious debates. 

“His wisdom, learning and prayerfulness 
stand out. He has been in post through times of 
significant change and debate within both 
church and wider society,” he said. 

“Despite what some may say, I think we will 
come to realise that he has held the unity of the 
church through these times in a way that few 
others could have done.” 

The Bishop of Dover, the Rt Rev Trevor Willl- 
mott, who deals with local matters in the ab¬ 
sence of the Archbishop, said Dr Williams was 
deeply valued for his “leadership, pastoral expe¬ 
rience, prayerful commitment and warmth”.

Fraudster tried to arrange 
murder of his mother-in-law 

of justice in relation to his at¬ 
tempts to obtain false witnesses 
in a criminal hearing in rela¬ 
tion to the forthcoming fraud 
trial, and soliciting to commit 
murder in relation to his moth- 
er-in-law. 

Dhesi pleaded guilty to the 
charges close to the trial. 

Judge Carey sentenced 
him to five years and three 
months for soliciting to commit 
murder, and eight months con¬ 
current for perverting the 
course of justice. 

In addition he was sentenced 
to three years and six months 
in relation to the fraud and two 
years and three months for a 
separate London-based mort¬ 
gage fraud, totalling 11 years. 

Det Chief Insp Andrea Bishop 
from the Kent and Essex 
Serious Crime Directorate said: 
“Dhesi was cold and calculat¬ 
ing and prepared to go to 
any lengths to get his wife and 
children back. 

“It didn’t matter to him 
if that cost money or meant 
getting people to lie on his 
behalf.”

A FRAUDSTER has been jailed 
for more than five years after 
admitting trying to arrange to 
have his wife’s mother killed. 

Bhupinder Desi, 36, believed 
his mother-in-law was behind 
his wife’s decision to leave the 
marital home with their two 
children. 

Maidstone Crown Court 
heard how Dhesi, of Lennox 
Road, Gravesend, employed a 
private investigator in Septem¬ 
ber, 2011, and at first asked 
him to locate his family. 

However, soon after Dhesi 
asked if he could locate two 
witnesses who would attend 
court and provide false evi¬ 
dence in his forthcoming mort¬ 
gage fraud trial to help support 
his claim of innocence. 

The private investigator was 
uneasy with the request and 
asked Dhesi to email his 
requirements. 

A month after contacting the 
investigator, Dhesi asked him 
to help him get his children

back and suggested his wife 
have some form of accident. 

Less than a week later, he 
contacted the investigator 
again to say he did not want to 
harm his wife, but that he 
wanted his mother-in-law 
killed instead. 

Dhesi was arrested at his 
home on October 13, four days 
before he was due to stand trial 
at Maidstone Crown Court on 
two fraud matters.

Statue plans for first lady

A YEAR-LONG series of events 
is under way to celebrate the 
achievements of plucky female 
aviator Harriet Quimby. 

The first woman to fly the 
English Channel is celebrated 
by the Harriet Quimby Cente¬ 
nary Project, based in Dover, 
and run by Andy Cooper. 

He said: “We wanted to or¬ 
ganise this extensive pro¬ 
gramme of events to commem¬ 
orate and celebrate the life and 
achievements of Harriet and 
her relevance to Dover. 

“With Heritage Lottery fund¬ 
ing, we have commissioned a 
DVD, which will form part of 
an educational pack sent to 
every school and college in the 
area. Also in the pack will be 
booklets and teachers’ notes.” 

The group has also commis¬ 
sioned a replica of the Ameri¬ 
can’s famous purple flying suit 
to be created from satin, by 
Louise Miller of Mascarada in 
London Road, Dover. 


A half-sized replica model 
of the Bleriot XI monoplane 
she used on her Channel flight 
will be built by the 
Bloobirds flying club 
of Dover. 

All will be on per¬ 
manent display at 
the Dover Transport 
Museum from July. 

There is also due 
to be a Harriet 
Quimby Day at the 
Dover Regatta on 
July 4, American 
Independence Day. 

This will be attended 
by the American 
ambassador, Lord 
Warden of The 
Cinque Ports, chair¬ 
man of Dover Dis¬ 
trict Council, and 
chairman of Whit¬ 
field Parish Council, 
holding a small cer¬ 
emony on Dover 
seafront. 

Last weekend, a plaque to 
Quimby was be unveiled at the 
Ramada Hotel, Whitfield. 


On April 16, 1912, Quimby 
took off from Dover and flew to 
Calais in 59 minutes. At the 
time, the journal¬ 
ist’s accomplish¬ 
ment received little 
media attention, as 
the sinking of the 
Titanic the day be¬ 
fore dominated the 
headlines. 

Mr Cooper said: 
“The idea is that in 
the coming year, 
we will raise suffi¬ 
cient funds for a 
statue of Miss 
Quimby to be erect¬ 
ed on the White 
Cliffs. We have 
made a pre-funding 
application to the 
Arts Council to 
raise the £90,000 
needed for this and 
we are currently 
working in con¬ 
junction with East 
Kent Arts and Regeneration 
and Dover Arts Development 
Ltd to make this happen. ”

Shadow of Fukushima holds 
no fears for English teacher

THE devastating aftermath of last year’s earth¬ 
quake in Japan will probably have put off many 
people from travelling to the country’s trouble 
spots. 

Despite a major clear-up following the 8.9-mag- 
nitude tremor, which triggered a destructive 14- 
metre tsunami and subsequent explosions at the 
Fukushima nuclear power plant, only recently 
have people living close to the nu¬ 
clear site been allowed to return. 

But for fearless Joanna Boat- 
field, from Kingsnorth in Ash¬ 
ford, the risks of being so close to 
a potentially dangerous area 
failed to dampen her desire to 
travel to the north east of Japan. 

The 22-year-old, who studied 
at the University of Kent, is liv¬ 
ing just 80 miles south of the troubled Fukushi¬ 
ma plant in Hitachiomiya, Ibaraki Prefecture, 
teaching English to secondary school students. 

“My dad was quite funny when I told him I 
was considering living in Japan,” she said. 

“He spent quite a bit of time researching the 
area and details related to the nuclear situation. 

“Fortunately, he gave me his seal of approval. 
My mum was worried about earthquakes - not 
actually the quake, but more about whether I 
knew what to do in the event of one. 


“I’m not too worried. I was a bit concerned at 
first but I did my research. Another teacher I 
know living in Japan told me everything was 
pretty normal. ” 

Miss Boatfield, who worked at Tesco in Ash¬ 
ford before starting her teaching career, admit¬ 
ted she had experienced earthquakes since arriv¬ 
ing in Japan last month. 

“There are tremors all the time, however most 
are minor,” she said. “I realise there is not a lot I 
can do about it.” 

The epicentre of last year’s 
earthquake was undersea, 43 
miles east of the Oshika Penin¬ 
sula. Hitachiomiya, where Miss 
Boatfield is living, was hit with 
tremors with a 6.5 magnitude. 

The disaster, which caused a 
nuclear meltdown and release of 
radioactive materials, left 15,854 
dead and 26,992 injured. More 
than 31,100 people are still missing. 

Miss Boatfield, said she found the situation in Ja¬ 
pan to be different to media portrayals in the UK. 

“I was really surprised how modest the Japa¬ 
nese people are about what has happened in the 
last year or so,” she said. 

“Everyone goes out of their way to help you 
here, no matter how troublesome it might be.” 

“She added: “Don’t sell Japan short because of 
the nuclear issue.”

Scouting numbers reach 
an all-time record high 
as 750 sign up in a year

SCOUTING has been enjoying a renaissance in 
Kent as youngsters rediscover the benefits of 
joining the 105-year-old organisation. 

Scouting chiefs are delighted with the steady 
rise in numbers over the past seven years, and 
say it provides a great base to continue building 
membership. 

Former scouts returning to encourage others to 
join has helped, but parents are seeing the results of 
friends’ children joining and are following suit. 

Kent Scout numbers grew by four per cent in 
the past year, which has helped boost recruit¬ 
ment by 19 per cent since 2005. 

In the past 12 months, membership increased 
by 750 youngsters, making a county total of 
19,488, the highest ever, and the second highest 
county in UK. A quarter of members are girls. 

An analysis of the stats found Explorer Scouts, 
for 14 to 18-year-olds, is the fastest-growing 
group over the last year with a 12 per cent in¬ 
crease, giving it 44 per cent of the total. 

Organisers say this makes Scouting the largest 
co-educational youth movement in the county. 

The Scout Association believes this is in part 
due to the range of activities offered, with the 
emphasis on outdoor adventure activities appro¬ 
priate to the age group concerned - and with 
Kent boasting the longest coastline of any coun¬ 
ty it offers an unparalleled range of water activi¬ 
ties from scuba diving to powerboating. 

Harvey Kennett, the county commissioner for 
Scouting in Kent, who only took over the reins in 
January, said: “I am delighted to have taken over 
after all the work by the previous commissioner, 
and hope to build on his success. I particularly 
want to focus on the quality of Scouting we offer 
and to increase the numbers of young leaders 
who can inspire the next generation.” 

Television personality and survival expert 
Bear Grylls is also Britain’s Chief Scout. He said it 
was great to see Scout numbers in Kent continu¬ 
ing to rise.

East Water and hopes to raise £2,000 for 
WaterAid, an international charity which aims 
to provide safe water, sanitation and hygiene 
education for all. 

He said: “Being a plumber I can relate not only 
to the importance of having access to clean, safe 
running water, but also the work that WaterAid 
puts in to establishing these systems together 
with the community. ” 

Tracey Churchyard, 48, from Welling, is rais¬ 
ing funds for Age UK, the charity dedicated to 
improving the lives of older people. She said: 
“This is my opportunity to give something back 
to older people in our society - a vital cause 
that’s important but often overlooked.” 

Captain Phil Layton of the Hythe Salvation 
Army said: “Not everything has gone according 
to plan, I’ve experienced strained abdominal 
muscles, blisters, even bleeding nipples. 

“But amid the aches, strains, sweat and pain, 
the greatest motivation to persevere will be to 
have plenty of sponsorship to once more help the 
Salvation Army meet its financial needs as it 
aims to continue its work in the community. ” 

Another first timer is Folkestone bar owner 
Steven Bains, 40, who wants to shed five stone 
and raise cash for Leonard Cheshire Disability. 

The Gravesend resident said: “A year ago I 
could barely run up the road, if you’d told me 
that 12 months later I’d be running the London 



Marathon then I wouldn’t have believed you.” 

Several people are running for Kent Associa¬ 
tion for the Blind. Sutton Valance student 
Alastair Carter is running having done charity 
pram races for five years. 

Glynis Hanrahan, a Maidstone optometrist 
hopes to raise more than £400. She said: “Run¬ 
ning a regular clinic within the KAB Sight Cen¬ 
tre, I have plenty of experience working with 
people with eye conditions.

A LITTLE known part of the 
ancient heritage of the rolling 
grassland Downs behind Folke¬ 
stone lies between Sugarloaf 
Hill and the A260 Canterbury 
Road. 

The origins of the Holywell 
Spring are shrouded in mys¬ 
tery, but this tranquil area of 
streams in a small valley is fea¬ 
tured in the publication by arts 
group Strange Cargo of Every¬ 
where Means Something to 
Someone, the ‘People’s Guide¬ 
book to Folkestone’ which is 
currently a best-seller in the 
town’s branch of Water stones. 

Currently giving its name to 
a local street Holywell Avenue, 
and with a bus stop named 
after it, the flowing water is 
also sometimes known as the 
Lady Well or St Thomas’ Well 
as it is believed pilgrims on their 
way to the shrine of martyred 
Archbishop of Canterbury Tho¬ 
mas Becket may have stopped 
there to refresh themselves. 

According to the beliefs of 
the time, offerings to the saint 
would have been left, some¬ 
times in the form of garments 
or jewellery. This tradition con¬ 
tinues in the form of today’s 
wishing wells. 

Other ‘Becket’ wells and 
springs exist in Bapchild, where 
one used to provide a water 
source for a leper hospital, and 
Kemsing where the archbishop 
himself is said to have seen the 
village needed a water supply, 
so stuck his staff in the ground 
causing water to gush out. 

Whatever the truth of the 



story the medieval masonry 
which surrounded the source 
still exists. 

The Folkestone spring in¬ 
cludes what researchers for the 
book, published to coincide 
with last year’s Triennial arts 
festival, first though was a mill¬ 
ing stone. 

But later research identified 
it as being similar to one which 
caps water bubbling to the sur¬ 
face in Glastonbury, Somerset 
- a town long associated with 
mythology concerning King 
Arthur, Joseph of Arimathea 
and even a visit by the young 
Jesus Christ to Britain’s shores. 

The area is easily accessible 
by footpaths, both from the 
main road and across the hills. 

But it remains seldom visited 
and little known, even by those 
who live in residential areas less 
than a quarter of a mile away. 

Springs are one of the most 
important parts of the land¬ 
scape of ancient England, and 
although many are now desig¬ 
nated as ‘holy wells’, their tra¬ 


ditions reach far further back 
in time. 

Historians are broadly agreed 
that watercourses flowing from 
the ground, such as the Folke¬ 
stone springs, were a sacred 
site to tribal peoples in the dis¬ 
tant past - with their older use 
overlaid by Christian legends. 

Many are associated with 
druids and their sacred groves 
of oak and thorn. 

As Christianity spread, 
priests, unable to stop people 
visiting their ancient shrines, 
simply adopted them and used 
them for baptism or as meeting 
points for pilgrims and 
worshippers. 

As St Thomas Becket is asso¬ 
ciated with the east Kent shrine, 
so across the country are many 
others saints - but scratching 
under the surface reveals leg¬ 
ends connecting the sites with 
Arthur’s knights, pagan dei¬ 
ties, and sprites and faeries. 

With piped water readily 
available for everyday use, the 
vital part springs played in life 
in past times is not immediately 
obvious, although they are 
vital to many communities 
across Africa and the Indian 
sub-continent. 

But for centuries they pro¬ 
vided the vital water for 
humans, animals and crops 
and a dried-up well could prove 
a disaster for a village. 

The ancient people of Eng¬ 
land had a natural reverence 
for places where they could see 
pure and fresh water emerging 
from the earth. As a result flow¬ 
ing water has played an impor¬ 
tant role in mythology and 
legend throughout the ages.

Ambition breeds success 


Director of Turner Contemporary Victoria Pomery reflects on the role 
of the gallery in regeneration and the achievements of its first year 


TURNER Contemporary, Kent’s 
flagship gallery, celebrated its 
first birthday this week. 

Designed by leading British 
architect Sir David Chipper- 
field, the gallery was opened by 
Tracey Emin and Jools Holland 
in April, 2011, and has already 
welcomed more than half a 
million visitors. 

Kent County Council dem¬ 
onstrated its ambition and bold 
vision in supporting the devel¬ 
opment of the gallery, showing 
courage and determination in 
using culture as a driver for re¬ 
generation. 

There were many who 
doubted whether a gallery 
would ever be built in Margate 
and even more who were scep¬ 
tical about whether it would 
attract visitors. The great news 
is that Turner Contemporary 
has had a phenomenal first 
year of operation and is set for 
another wonderful year ahead. 

Over the past year, we have 
undertaken research into our 


audiences and the impact we 
are having. The gallery has al¬ 
ready delivered benefits to the 
Kent economy of £13.8m, sup¬ 
porting new businesses and 
jobs, and raising the profile of 
Margate and Kent in media 
around the world. 

Admittedly these are early 
days - we’ve only just marked 
our first birthday - and regen¬ 
eration takes time - its not just 
about improvements to build¬ 
ings and the public realm, it is 
about changing mind sets. 
Margate Old Town has already 
been transformed and we feel 
confident more will follow. This 
will take commitment and stra¬ 
tegic leadership from partners 
such as KCC, Thanet District 
Council and the private sector. 

The arts are relevant to eve¬ 
rybody’s lives and the gallery is 
committed to enriching the 
cultural life of Kent. 

Since opening we have pre¬ 
sented four major exhibitions 
and brought Auguste Rodin’s 


magnificent work The Kiss to 
Margate. There has always 
been a least one work by JMW 
Turner in the gallery and all 
our exhibitions have been free. 

Currently we have a critical¬ 
ly acclaimed exhibition, Turner 
and the Elements, which visi¬ 
tors have travelled from near 
and far to see. 

The gallery is a major educa¬ 
tional resource used by schools, 
colleges and universities as 
well as community groups and 
individuals. We run a Schools 
and Learning Programme, 
which welcomed more than 
6,000 school children in our 
first year. In addition, we or¬ 
ganise talks, music and dance 
performances. The programme 
changes frequently so there is 
always something different to 
see and experience. 

Last November Her Majesty 
the Queen made a visit to the 
gallery. Whilst here she met 
schoolchildren, artists and 
members of the community, all

of whom have had some con¬ 
nection to the gallery. It was a 
day of celebration. 

Turner Contemporary is 
rooted in Margate but we are 
already making a significant 
contribution to the cultural in¬ 
frastructure of the UK. This 
summer we will be showing an 
exhibition of new work by 
Tracey Emin, part of the Lon¬ 
don 2012 Festival linked to the 
Olympics, and new commis¬ 
sions by three highly regarded 
artists - Lindsay Seers, John 
Smith and Mark Wallinger. 

Nationally, we know the arts 
support tourism, inward in¬ 
vestment, education and en¬ 
hance the UK’s profile. We are 
extremely fortunate to have so 
many fantastic arts organisa¬ 
tions around the country and 
Kent should feel proud that it 
has Turner Contemporary. 

Thank you to everyone who 
supported us in our opening 12 
months and I hope you will 
visit us in our second year.

Will Japanese turn to Dungeness 
after their nuclear catastrophe?

EAST Kent MP Damian Collins is calling 
on the Japanese to invest in a new 
nuclear power station at Dungeness. 

His move comes after a meeting 
between Prime Minister David Cameron 
and his Japanese counterpart Yoshi- 
hoko Noda that opened the door for the 
Far Eastern nation to build nuclear 
plants in the UK in return for help 
in cleaning up the Fukushima plant 
damaged in last year’s earthquake and 
tsunami. 

Collins, MP for Folkestone and Hythe, 
has been a long-term campaigner for 
investment in a third power station 
on Romney Marsh, with Dungeness A 
currently decommissioned and Dunge¬ 
ness B scheduled to cease operations in 
2018. 

But the site could home a new plant 
as the Government has announced that 
nuclear energy will form part of Brit¬ 
ain’s future power-generation strategy. 

Collins said: “Investment in Britain’s 
nuclear industry is good news and I 
hope the Japanese take a look at Dunge¬ 
ness. The more countries looking to in¬ 
vest in the industry, the better. 

“The door remains open for develop¬ 
ment at Dungeness and I hope the 
Japanese will consider the location.” 

The power station is a source of local 
employment but has its opponents, who 
say it poses environmental dangers in 


an area renowned across the world for 
its wildlife. Other objections are due to 
its proximity to Lydd airport. 

Mr Cameron recently undertook his 
first official visit to Japan and while 
there signed a deal that opened up the 
UK’s nuclear market to “Japanese 
companies’ technical expertise in new 
plant design and construction”. 

As part of the agreement, British 
companies will be asked to help with the 
clean-up operation at the Fukushima 
plant damaged in the 2011 tsunami. 

Cameron said while on his trip: “Brit¬ 
ish companies have significant exper¬ 
tise in nuclear decommissioning and 
clean-up, with 19 nuclear sites in the 


UK [including Dungeness B] currently 
being managed through the process.” 

The agreement stated: “Japanese 
companies’ technical expertise in new 
plant design and construction, and the 
UK’s decommissioning and waste- 
management experience and technolo¬ 
gy make civil nuclear cooperation 
particularly mutually beneficial.” 

Charles Hendry, minister of state for 
energy, said: “I am in no doubt that co¬ 
operation with Japan in these areas will 
bring mutual benefits. 

“This agreement will open up oppor¬ 
tunities for UK firms to work with Japa¬ 
nese industry and to continue to share 
the UK’s world-class expertise, just as 


we did in the aftermath of Fukushima.” 

There is, however, still strong opposi¬ 
tion to development at Dungeness. 

Steve Dawe, Kent Green Party spokes¬ 
man, pointed to the cost of construction 
of such a plant, together with the cost of 
making the landscape free of contami¬ 
nation after decommissioning. 

He said: “The site has been identified 
correctly by the Environment Agency 
as poor because of its shingle beach, 
which will become increasingly vulner¬ 
able to rising sea levels. 

“Also it is most peculiar that a coun¬ 
try in the process of phasing out its 
nuclear plants will be helping another 
nation to establish new ones.”

Zoopla merger given 
go-ahead by the OFT 


Kings Hill media agency makes the 
news as move creates 30 positions 


Company raises glass 
to Stateside operation 


THE planned merger of two of the UK's biggest 
companies in the online property sector has 
been cleared by the Office of Fair Trading. 

Zoopla, which powers the homes24.co.uk 
property portal run by media group Archant, 
publisher of Kent on Sunday, and the Digital 
Property Group, the business behind 
Findaproperty.com and Primelocation.com, 
announced their intention to merge in October. 

The deal will create greater competition for 
Rightmove by bringing together the UK's second, 
third and fourth largest property websites. 

Zoopla was founded in 2008, with homes24. 
co.uk becoming part of its network in January 
last year. Digital Property Group is owned by the 
Daily Mail and General Trust. 

Speaking at the time the merger was 
announced, Martin Cunningham, commercial 
director of homes24.co.uk, said the consolidation 
of the UK property portal sector to "a definitive 
two players" would benefit consumers and 
agents alike. 

The merger is set to take place during the 
next few weeks. 


THREE-and-a-half years after 
it moved to Kings Hill, media 
agency The Specialist Works 
is expanding its base on the 
park and plans to recruit up to 
30 new workers. 

The company is one of 
the UK’s largest independent 
media agencies, with a 
turnover of more than 
£45 million and employing 
more than 60 staff in Kent, 
London and Manchester. 

It was voted one of the 
Sunday Times’s 100 Best 
Small Companies To Work For 
in 2012 and rated number 26 
in advertising trade magazine 
Campaign’s Top 50 Media 
Agencies league table. 

With expansion plans for 
its print, digital and creative 
departments over the next 
three years, the company 


plans to hike staff numbers 
from 25 to 55, moving into 
3,606 sq ft in 30 Tower View 
from Churchill Square. 

“It is a very successful 
operation thriving in the face 
of the current economic 
climate,’’ said operations 
director Tom Wilson. 

“We initially moved part of 
our business to Kings Hill 
from London because our 
key staff were fed up with 
commuting. We have also 
found recruiting locally is a 
very good option and there is 
less staff turnover than there 
is in London. 

“We are delighted we have 
been able to find larger 
premises on site so we can 
keep our prestigious Kings 
Hill address - the business 
moving onwards and upwards." 


A FIRM specialising in spirits expects to increase 
export sales by 30 per cent within the next year 
after signing a £200,000 deal with a US 
distributor - just four years after it faced ruin. 

Old St Andrews, based in Sevenoaks, designs, 
bottle and distributes premium alcohol brands, 
including whisky and gin, which now have such 
global appeal that the company makes 90 per 
cent of its sales from overseas orders. 

"We've just signed up our latest distributor in 
New Jersey as a direct result of an UKTI market 
visit last autumn," said managing director Bob 
Gorton. "The first annual contract is worth 
$300,000 [£200,000], but we expect this figure 
to double as sales roll out across America." 

Yet only four years ago the company was on 
the brink of bankruptcy before being bought out 
by Gorton, who was then a business adviser. 

He saw potential in the company but decided 
that the business needed a change of direction 
to target the high end of the whisky and gin 
markets. 

He said: "We've found having face-to-face 
meetings abroad virtually guarantees business."

Taxman faces paying out 
millions over unfair fines

SMALL businesses may be falling victim to 
unfair fines from HM Revenue & Customs 
(HMRC), according to a recent judgement by a 
tax tribunal. 

The findings of the Hok Limited vs HMRC 
tribunal suggested that HMRC was waiting an 
unacceptable length of time to i n form businesses 
that they have missed tax-filing deadlines, re¬ 
sulting in business-owners accruing months of 
late-payment charges before realising they owed 
any money. 

Simon Warne, tax partner at Crowe Clark 
Whitehill, a national firm offering audit, tax and 
business-advisory services, with offices in 
Tunbridge Wells and Maidstone, said: “Depend¬ 
ing on the results of an appeal, HMRC may be 
obliged to make refunds worth millions of pounds 
to almost 100,000 businesses.” 

In the case of Hok Limited, the company be¬ 
lieved it was not necessary to file the appropriate 
returns as its only employee had ceased employ¬ 
ment partway through the year. 

Although it accepts it was wrong in this 
assumption, it claims the error would have been 
remedied far sooner if HMRC had notified the 
company, thereby avoiding any ongoing penal¬ 
ties. The tribunal ruled that HMRC acted neither 
fairly nor in good conscience and the penalty 
was set at £100 rather a minimum of £500. 

Warne said: “What appears to be happening is 
that a company which misses the tax-filing dead¬ 
line in May will not receive a computer-generated 
reminder from HMRC until September. 

“By this time, businesses are faced with four 
months’ late-payments fees at £100 per month, 
as well as another £100 charge for late comple¬ 
tion of paperwork - meaning there will always 
be a minimum £500 penalty. 

“The tribunal has ruled these fines are dispro¬ 
portionately unfair as a slight error can leave 
companies with large fines to pay. 

“There is a general feeling it is the role of the 
Government organisations to ensure tax is paid 
correctly, rather than to catch people out.”

Voyage back to the Bronze Age 


A HALF-SIZED replica of Dover’s 
Bronze Age boat takes to the 
water next month in a bid to help 
modern mariners get a better idea 
of the challenges that faced their 
ancient forebears. 

The vessel is under construction in the 
grounds of the town’s museum, where the 
original artefact is housed in a protective case. 

The boat is believed to be some 3,600 years 
old and was discovered 20 years ago. 

Since then, the vessel, which would have 
been used to trade between Kent and the 
Continent, has been a prized exhibit in the 
museum. However, this is the first time that an 
effort has been made to test out, as far as 
possible, how it would handle in the water. 

A date of Saturday, May 5, has been set for 
the “shakedown cruise” off the Kent coast, but 
that is still to be confirmed. 

Craftsman Trevor Marsden is working on the

project. “We’ve all got our fingers crossed we 
can make that,” he said. “I’m hoping to be part 
of the crew when we start the sea trials - it 
should be a very interesting experience.” 

Backing for the reconstruction has come from 
the Two Seas fund, which is supported by both 
Kent County Council and the European Union, 
along with the charitable fund established by 
former-Saga-owner-turned-millionaire- 
philanthropist Roger de Haan. 

Richard Darrah, pictured, is the man tasked 
with getting the replica boat afloat. 

He said: “We have re-created it to half-scale, 
so it is around 30 feet long. The only things - 
along with the crew - that are full-sized will be 
the paddles, as trying to propel the craft with 
half-sized ones would be impossible. 

“The original craft would have had a crew of 
around 20, maybe 16, rowers and a couple of 
people constantly bailing out water - we will 
have eight on board. It would have been used to 
trade items between communities, and the crew 
would also have the task of protecting their 
valuable goods. 

“In good weather, a direct Dover to France 
crossing with favourable tides would have 
taken around four hours. But if tides were not 
advantageous, the crew would have found 
themselves taking 12 hours to cross. 

“Longer voyages would see the boat hugging 
the coast and the crew beaching it at night, 
when provisions would be gathered. ” 

As with the original vessel, timbers on the 
replica have been fitted together to form a hull 
and keel, with yew-stitching holding them firm. 
The ancient method of waterproofing with moss 
and beeswax has also been followed. 

September 1990 was when the historic boat 
first saw the light of day after the Bronze Age, 
which lasted between about 5000BC and 
2000BC. 

It was uncovered as work was being carried 
out on a Dover subway that was constantly 
being flooded. A sump was dug out to drain off 
the water and it revealed a Medieval town wall, 


part of a Roman quayside and then the boat as 
archaeologists alerted to the first find delved 
further back through the ages. 

The remains had been sealed in silt, 
preventing the spread of bacteria that would 
have caused the wooden hull to decay. 

Trade routes in the Bronze Age can be traced 
by artefacts from different cultures being 
uncovered away from their places of origin. 

It is likely that the Dover to France route was 
one of the most popular, by virtue of its short 
distance, despite the often dangerous tides. 

Others would have seen goods from 
the Mediterranean, southern France and Spain 
coming to Britain via Brittany and ending up 
in Hampshire, Devon and Dorset, while both 
Dover and Thanet would have been the 
destination for items originating in Belgium, 
The Netherlands and Germany. 

These would have been transported down 
European rivers to northern France and then 
across the Channel. 

A shipwreck uncovered by divers in 19 74 at 
Langdon Bay, close to Dover, gives a good idea 
of the goods that would have been carried. 

Items brought to the surface dated from the 


later part of the Bronze Age and were of design 
and workmanship associated with tribes living 
in ancient France. 

A boat of the period could have taken about 
three tonnes in cargo, which could have 
included stone for building, livestock, clothing, 
jewellery, pots and pans, cups and weapons 
such as swords, daggers, spears and axes. 

Darrah said: “The same sort of communities 
would have existed on both sides of the Channel 
by the coast and evidence suggests they were 
richer than those further inland. 

“We cannot say for certain, but it is possible 
that, as well as the crew, the boat may have 
carried a priest-like figure on board. It would 
have been believed he could help to ensure the 
success of the voyage. 

“Trade would most likely have been run 
as a tribal monopoly, with the skills in making 
and crewing the vessel being passed on through 
the generations.” 

Along with the original boat, Dover Museum 
contains artefacts from the period and replicas 
of the era’s tools as well as a small life-sized 
re-creation of a hut, with human figures and 
livestock.

This is one waggon that I’ll 
be happy to jump on again 


G OSSIPPING over a drink with 
a long-lost friend meant it was 
easily half an hour before we 
looked at the menu on Saturday 
night, but our waitress at the 
Waggon at Hale’s restaurant was 
perfectly happy to let us get on with things... 
even if that meant that by the time we were 
finally ready to order, the larger table next to us 
had also made their choices. 

Such bad timing on our part had little effect 
on the wait for our food, though, with my trio of 
prawns (£5.95) and my guest’s breaded 
Camembert (£5.25) arriving in perfect time. 

My guest selected easily the best of the 
starters, three perfectly-sized rounds of melting 
Camembert, with cranberry compote and mixed 
salad leaves that were polished off in seconds 
and finally managed to end our chatter. 

The prawns were equally as delicious, coming 
with a sweet chilli dipping sauce and salad - the 
menu told me I was getting tempura, filo and 
Japanese prawns. All three were delicious, but 
my one complaint of the night was that there 
was little to indicate which prawns were which. 

Moving on to our mains, the 8oz rump steak 
with Jack Daniels glaze (£12.95) was cooked 
just to my guest’s taste. Served up with chips 
and salad, this was a good-sized meal, with the

tangy glaze an unusual but welcome twist. 

My home-made fisherman’s pie with seasonal 
veg (£9.75) was equally tasty. Smothered in a 
beautiful potato mash, the chunks of cod, 
salmon, smoked haddock and prawns infused 
with cheese, chilli and lemon were heaven, and 
as I found myself nearing my limits of fullness I 
was forced to leave some of the potato in favour 
of the succulent fish pieces. 

Throughout the meal our waitress had been 
perfectly attentive, checking we were happy 
and chatting with us when we asked questions. 
Before we had even looked at the menu she had 
told us of the specials and apologised because 


the fillet of cod was off the menu that evening 
but that there was cod on the bar menu, from 
which we were welcome to order. 

This great service, coupled with a modern but 
relaxed environment, meant we had no qualms 
about loitering over our drinks before tackling 
the dessert menu. 

The New York cheesecake (£4.25) and 
chocolate-fudge cake (£4.50) were as delicious 
as you’d expect, only I’d been so greedy I was 
again forced to leave some of mine. Instead we 
relaxed over a couple of coffees as the waitress 
had assured us there was no hurry to leave. 

Three courses of delicous food and a few 
drinks from the bar gave a total bill of £62.65. 

Delicious food, a great environment and 
excellent service mean I’ll definitely be 
returning to the Waggon, maybe to one of its 
many special events. A day visit will also be on 
the cards to meet the small menagerie in the 
beer garden, including a micro-pig called 
Crackling. 

A year after its transformation, the Waggon 
at Hale has become a must-visit destination.

VOLKSWAGEN’S original 1938 Beetle went 
on to sell 21.5 million units and be assembled 
in umpteen countries apart from Germany - but 
it was far from perfect. 

However, in an era when people were pleased 
to have an affordable and distinctive car, it was 
a surefire winner. 

When VW revived the look in the late 90s, 
though, we ended up with another Beetle far 
from perfect - in an era flooded with affordable 
cars. 

After the initial nostalgic euphoria, many 
people realised the New Beetle just didn’t look 
right. Sure the Herbie shape was there and 
even the vestiges of the original’s running 
boards, but cabin space was wasted by a 
massive fascia and dashboard, while rear 
seating, headroom and boot space was piffling. 

And somebody decided to add a flower vase 
to the fascia. Some say it was a penholder, 
but most people stuck a flower in it and that 
caused men to avoid buying the car, which 
was dropped in 2010. 

The belated all-new replacement has reverted 
to the name Beetle, plain and simple - and 
distancing it from its flower-power predecessor. 

The new-generation car doesn’t need 
gimmicks, anyway, though VW-dealers will 
offer customising add-ons like those other retro 
stars, the Mini and Fiat 500. 

It looks more like the original - again we get 
an echo of running boards - but there’s more of 
a coupe look like the 1948 original Porsche, the 
356, giving it unisex appeal. 

Built on the latest Golf platform, it also 
handles properly and hints at potential hot 
models to come - a Beetle GTI perhaps? 

If the exterior is cool yet retro, the cabin is a 
great partner; in this car, areas of exposed 
painted metal are a homage to the original - 
as is the flip-down glovebox lid - rather than 
corner-cutting, especially since the materials 
elsewhere are typically robust and quality VW. 

The cabin is more practical this time; rear 
headroom is naturally restricted by the 
swooping roofline, but it doesn’t feel 
claustrophobic, even if it is a four-seater. 

The only black mark is the elasticated door 
pocket straps; retro perhaps, but they make it 
too easy to stuff something in the pocket only to 
see it exit through the gap below the strap. 

In keeping with the sportier image, the 
entry-level engine is a turbocharged 105PS 
(104bhp) 1.2-litre petrol with VW’s auto/ 
manual DSG box. 

Most people will be happy, as it should deliver 
an average mpg in the mid-40s. It’s not speedy, 
but the engine revs satisfyingly and that 
gearbox is great for auto-changes in town or 
smooth manual shifts. 

Diesels and a 2.0-litre petrol are in the 
pipeline, but I also liked the livelier 160PS 
(158bhp) 1.4-litre petrol engine at launch, 
which comes with a six-speed manual box.

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Coupe with grace executed in style

FEW cars win plaudits when simply parked up, 
but the original 2005-10 Mercedes-Benz CLS 
four-door coupe was one of those rarities. 

Having fallen for the car’s swooping lines, it 
wouldn’t have mattered to would-be buyers if 
it had handled like a sofa, with none of the 
comforts, though it was just as much a star on 
the move. 

So fans may have viewed early images of this 
icon’s replacement with trepidation; lacking 
the original’s unbroken crease line from front 
wheel arch to tail, the new CLS looked a bit 
lumpy... less fluid. 

Familiarity modifies that though, and there is 
a compensating aggression about the styling 
now, while the front is a marked improvement; 
after a week with the car and many admiring 
comments, I reckon it’s just as much a head 
turner as its forebear. 

The original created a sensation at a time 
when the once conservative German premium 
marque had already rocked the industry with 
some off-the-wall designs. 

And though it proved a good seller and halo 
car for M-B, few rivals managed to attack it prop¬ 
erly: VW’s CC series is a cheaper equivalent, but 
lacks such badge cachet, while the recent Audi 
A7 offers racy looks too, plus a hatchback, but 
does that feature make it less prestigious than 
the Merc? Closest in looks and on-road presence, 
though, is probably the Jaguar XF. 

In short, the Merc doesn’t have much to rival 
it as a luxury four-seat, four-door gran turismo, 
although upmarket versions of its donor model 
- the Merc E-Class - might also be in the mix for 
some buyers. 

The CLS is well-made and well-appointed, as 
you would rightly expect for a car starting at 
£46,860, but the eye-opener is quite how well 
key models perform versus the fuel they consume 
for their size.

Even the 202bhp four-cylinder 2.1-litre diesel 
250CDI is claimed to crack 62mph in just 7.5 
seconds; our £53,495 263bhp V6 3.0-litre 350 
CDI Sport model takes 6.2 seconds, yet these 
models are capable of a combined fuel consump¬ 
tion of 54.3 and 46.3mpg respectively - they 
also attract a relatively modest 18 per cent Ben¬ 
efit in Kind tax (BiK). 

But then they do both wear M-B’s Blue- 
Efficiency eco-branding, though this is over¬ 
shadowed on the 350CDI Sport by big 19-inch 
AMG alloys and other accoutrements from M- 
B’s famous sports styling house. 

Of course, if you need livelier performance 
there are V6 and V8 petrol versions, including 
the £81,145 63 AMG flagship, but the fuel and 
BiK costs may be prohibitive even at this level of 
ownership. 

Whatever the engine, it will be mated with a 
seven-speed automatic that is seamless in auto 
and allows smooth manual changes too via pad¬ 
dles mounted behind the steering wheel. 


Would you want to? Hopefully, for the CLS 
is a sure-footed rear wheel drive beast that lives 
up to its coupe billing, cornering with a flat 
stance that will please keen drivers, even if 
the speed-weighted steering can feel a bit light 
at times. 

Passengers won’t mind it either judging 
by the supple yet precise sports suspension fitted 
to our car - a standard suspension and air 
suspension is also available, depending on 
the model. 

Comfort levels inside are top-notch with well¬ 
shaped leather seats, though bear in mind that 
this is a strict four-seater, even if the rear pair are 
spoiled for space. 

For this really is a beautiful car for four on a 
weekend getaway, helped by a big boot capable 
of swallowing all reasonable luggage. 

So, put away any misgivings about losing 
the spirit of the original CLS - its successor 
has delivered the ‘coupe de grace’ with just as 
much cool.

MOTABILITY has transformed 
the lives of disabled people and 
their families since its introduc¬ 
tion in 1978. 

Until then, only disabled 
people who could drive them¬ 
selves received any Govern¬ 
ment help with transport. 

This was usually a blue 
three-wheeler that was notori¬ 
ously unstable and could only 
seat one - and therefore not 
much use for families. 

With Motability, though, the 
disabled were able to use their 
Government Mobility allow¬ 
ance towards a vehicle of their 
choice - also removing the 
stigma of the blue ‘invacar’. 

Since then, some three 
million cars, scooters and 
powered wheelchairs have 
been sourced through Motabil¬ 
ity - a Government-backed 
charity - allowing disabled 
people to go shopping, do 
voluntary work, visit friends, 
go to the doctor, do sport, give 
a family member a lift, or go on 
holiday - all things the vast 
majority of the motoring public 
take for granted.

The scheme was modified 


earlier this year, though, to 
both streamline the procedures 
and prevent some misuse that 
had crept into the system. 

The key points were: 


• The list of cars available has 
been streamlined. 

• Nominated drivers must 
live at or within five miles of 
the applicant’s address, though 


special circumstances will still 
be considered. 

• Drivers under 2 5 are restrict¬ 
ed to cars with an insurance 
group of 16 or lower and with 


a power output of 115bhp or 
less, while those under 21 are 
only permitted to drive Mota¬ 
bility vehicles where they live 
with the disabled customer.
